William “Tibbitt Tries to Murder 
the London Banker in His 
Automobile. 


WATCHMAN SHOT IN. THROAT 


Banker, Telling of Escape, Knows No 
Reason for Attack by Man He 
Aided——Tibbitt In Jall:

LONDON, -Marech 4.—A determined 
attempt was made this afternoon to 
shoot’ Leopold de Rothschild as he was 
leaving the offices of the famous bank- 
ing firm in St, Swithin's Lane. So 
far as. known, the outrage was a pur- 
Doseless one. His assailant gave his 
name at the police ‘station as ‘Wiliam 
Tibbitt. 

Mr. de Rothschild gave the following 
story of the affair to a reporter of The 
Daily Mall: 

‘“T intended going hunting to-day, 
but changed) my wznind because of the 
weather an@ went uptown. in my big 
motor car, The day, being finished, I 
set out again from the offices to return 
home -by the car.” The entrance. to the 
new court is very narrow and the car 
has to slow down.in going out. It was 
at’ that ‘point that the attempt was 
made. The time was a few “minutes 
after 5 o'clock. 

“I heard a sudden bang antl the 
window glas® at my side was. splin- 
tered. I took no-partioular heed . of 
the report, and for the moment thought 
it was the engine. Thén came.a second 
3 hana report and l saw through the 


wet at you, sae Not seit ro ate 


third-report' came, did I realige that 1 
was belng fired at. There was another 
aot and the window was broken again, 
but I was untouched. 

“ Numbers of. people’ came running 
up as I got: out of the car. A perfect 
stranger jumped atthe man and seized 
him, while the newsboy, who. always 
stands. at the corner. of the court, 
helped him..- Unfortunately, Berg, the 
Hetective, who watches the entrance, 
was shot in the throat as he ran for- 
ward to give assistance. 

{ The whole affair was over so quick- 
ly that I find it difficult to tell how it 
All occurred. It was just a sudden 
happening of a few seconds. I know 
I was quite calm and undisturbed, but 
it was a most miraculous escape. 

“We found’ afterward two bullet 
holes in the side window just by ia 
where I was sitting, and two other 
holes through the front glass, ahead 
of me, that showed it was providential 
that the boy sitting by the chauffeur 
ducked as he did, otherwise he must 
have been shot: The two bullets were 

discovéred in the side of the car, flat- 
tened against the back somewhere, 

"Really I cannot understand how I 
managed to escape-unhurt. It is most 
miraculous. 

‘The man who fired the’ shots and 
was given into custody, is named 
William_-Tibbetts. He has never been 
in my employ, but I have known him 
#ince IL was a boy and assisted him on 
necasions. I can’ give no suggestion 
why he should: attempt my life.” 

After the shooting Mr. de Rothschild 
hastily left his-car and went to the 
assistance of the wounded detective. 
The banker was perfectly coot-and col- 
lected, and without even looking in the 
direction of the assailant, who had 
fled, \helped the injured officer into 
the offices of the. firm. 

The. assailant ‘was finally .captured 
by a brawny constable, who’ struck the 
fugitive a smashing blow in the face,

A PLEA FOR THE DONKEY. 

‘We aré riot surprised by the expres- 
sions of fear, in various parts of the 
country, outside of Missouri, that. the 
donkey may be supplanted as the aym- 
bol of Democracy by the houn’ dos, 
which is not, hereafter, if things turn 
out’ well for {t, to be! ‘kicked ‘aroun* 
town. But although’ Missouri is « 
large and important State, and a Dem- 
ocratic State, we do not believe it will 
have sufficient influence to substitute 
its hound for the donkey of tradition. 
The donkey deserves the affectionate 
esteem of the party it has go long and 
so faithfully represented in-the cartoons, 
It has trudged bravely to many defeats.

HOBSON AND THE CANTEEN. 

Mr. Hopson of Alabama is fond of 
statistics. When he says that alcohol 
kills as many Americans every year as 
all the wars of the world have killed in 
2,300 years he shows his capacity to 
make statistics interesting. How he 
makes his computation we do not know 
—or care. We have sten no. tabulated 
statement of the number of lives lost in 
war since the year B. C. 888. ‘There 
have been some notable wars in that 
period, but alcohol is, indeed,.a demon. 
Statistics, too, are not éasily obtained 
‘of the number of deaths yearly in this 
country, directly or indirectly due to 
the abuse of alcoholic drink. But we 
are willing to accept the computation 
of Mr, Hossow of Alabama. Mr. Hos- 
son figures out that about 700,000 men 
have been killed in wars since the era 
of the Greeks and Phoenicians.- He 
says he knows that 725,000 deaths due 
to alcohol’occur in this country every 
year. He accuses the Army War Col- 
lege and the insurance companies of 
helping him to put together these fig- 
ures.

Mrg Hopson's ideal is 
an army of total abstainers. Perfec- 
tion may come in time in all human 
pursuits and endeavors. But violent, 
unreasoning, sensational arguments, 
like those of Mr. Hopson of Alabama, 
whatever the subject that engages his 
fertile mind ‘and. valuble tongue, will 
not help mankind to reach perfection. 





THE LAWYERS TO THE DEFENSE. 

It is not surprising that the lawyers 
ef the country: should be considering a 
general organization to defend the in- 
dependence of the judiciary against the 
advocates of the recall of Judges and 
the “more amazing scheme of Mr. 
RooskvEtt. Such a movement should 
heartily be upheld by members of the 
bar in every State and without regard 
to party. They are In principle offi- 
cers of the court as deeply bound as 
the Judges themselves to secure justice 
for all_under the law. They know bet- 
ter than any other class in the country 
the value of upright and impartiai 
Judges. They know, too,/the inevitable 
perils of the judiciary, the difficulties 
and—to put it plainly—the temptations 
to which the courts are subjected. They 
cannot help seeing that under our -sys- 
tem as it is, politics and politicians al- 
ready have some degree of mischievous 
influence upon the action of the bench. 
And they look with. grave.asd well- 
grounded distrust and fear upon a 
change which would turn the minds of 
the Judges away from the standards 
of law and equity toward the shifting 
demands of a temporary popular ma- 
jority. 

Certainly it is. nat to be denfed that 
our judiciary is far from perfect. It 
has grave defects, most of then! due to 
the system that has grown-up, The 
costly and oppressive delays, the exr 
treme attention to technical considera- 
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tion, and overlapping of jurisdiction, 
the tedious and practically harmful ap- 
peals, suspensions, and interventions 
among the courts, and the heaping up 
of costa that amount to a denfal of jus- 
tice to poor litigants—all these are’sub- 
stantially the product of our system of 
many courts and of ceaseless legisla- 
tion affecting their duties and their 
practice.

the conditions for resert to the knife. will 
then. be much less, favérable. Wuropean 
surgeons view these “interval opera- 
tions” -soméwhat askance, and are in- 
clined toyslet well enough. alone, Their 
American brothers, however, regard this 
as taking needless chances. 

The difference of opinion may be ac- 
counted fer by the fact that bdéth ap- 
pendicitis and the operation for its relief 
were, one might almost say, invented in 
the United States, and both enjoy a 
popularity here which internationa] jeal- 
ousy has prevented them from gaining 
abroad. But that is a quarrel not for lay 
decision, or eveh lay discussion... With 
safety -we can only wonder whether “the 
quality’. in other cities than Cleveland 
are able to combine religiosity. and the 
economy of time as it is done there— 
whether they can do it, that is, without 
seeing the humorous side of the situation 
thus dreated, and indylging in more or 
less scornful laughter at themselves; - The 
thing is not impossible; indeed, anything 
is possible: with the possessors of that 
precious treasure, the human mind. 

While the automobile 
is no longer the object 
of anything like the

and one hears now comparatively little 
about the “ scorching” that formerly was

By 
so doing they will in time turn the miid 
dislike of non-tisers which has. succeeded 
the old-time hatred into favor, and then 
will the motor -folk escape from nota 
few restrictions that they” have brought 
upon themselves by lack of consideration 
for others. 

One thing they can certainly do, and 
that is to stop cutting out the exhaust 
muffler except in rare moments of grave 
emergency. Then only is the use of the 
cut-out justifiable, for then only can the 
very” slight increase of power and speed 
thus attained be of: any measurable im- 
portance. As a mattep of fact, so slight 
is advantage secured in this way that 
cars of several makes, including some of 
the best, have no meéans of cutting out 
the muffler, and they get along just as 
well and as safely as the others. 

The frequent: or constant use of the 
muffler cut-out is merely “& bad habit 
into whith chauffeurs, both amateur and 
professional, have fallen. Some of 'them 
do {t in order to get a clear track ahead 
by making pecplé think they are coming 
very fast, while with others the purpose 
is to create in the uninitiate the ‘impres- 
sion that a low-powered machine is a 
racer. The first motive is insolent, the 
second silly; in either case the result is a 
lot of ne@dless noise of a kind particular- 
ly offensive to sensitive ears and particu- 
larly: trying to short tempers. — 

If automobilists are hot more discreet 
in the use of their mufflers they are 
likely soon to find themselves compelled 
by law to have the cut-outs removed from 
their cars.

Let us exathine the practical bear sos 
of the proviso just reférred to: 

(I) Men teaching below 7A are guaran- 
teed the Davis law maximum of $2,160 
_ 80 long as they remain im the lower grade, 
but if promoted to teach In’ the last two 
years of the course they must accept the 
salary “‘ fixed in the schedule at the time 
of advancement,’’ viz., $1,820, thus suffer- 
ing @ loss of $340 a year. The veriest dul- 
lard knows that if men are needed anywhere 
in the elementary, schools it is in the last 
two years. This part of the law, then, 
might well be entitled ‘‘ A provision to dis- 
courage the appointment of men teachers to 
the grades where they are most needed.’’ 
Opponente of the bill have publicly urged its 
defeat upon the ground that its passage 
would prevent, in part, the appointment of 
women to the grades In question. The fact 
that ité enactment into law Would insure 
the appointment of a reasonable proportion 
of men to these grades is the very~ best 
argument In its favor. After all, the schools 
exist for the benefit of the pupils. 

@) Men now teaching in Grades 7A to 
8A, inclusive, were eligible under the old 
law to a salary of $2,400, Under the new 
law they would receive $1,820, a loss of 
$580 a year. 

(&) The initial salary of mon promoted to 
the position of elementary Principal under 
the old law was $2,750 and the increment, 
$260; under the present law the initial sal- 
ary is $2,800 and. the increment $200,. In 
December Mr, Curtis was appointed to-a 
Principalship under the. old law. In Janu- 
ary Mr, King, whose grade was exactly the 
game as that of Mr. Curtis, was appointed 
under thé Grady law. As a result the ag- 
sregate salary of Mr, King doring the next 
five years will be just $1,500 less than that 
of Mr. Curtis. .However, hag his name 
been Baron, instead of King, his income 
would have topped that of Mr, Curtis -by an 
equal amount! 


The aim of the bill is merely to assure 
to the men in the ‘system at the time of 
the enactment of the Grady law the 
rigitts of which they were assured upon 
entering the systém, and, further, to en- 
able the city to place men in the higher 
grades where they aré most neéded, Hun- 
dreds of men have been expending tinie, 
money, and energy in fitting themséives 
for advancement under the exacting con-
